IiS stresses the guiding and facilitating role of the 


teacher. The teacher’s function is to help the student ar- 


rive at solutions to problems and answers to questions, 
rather than provide these for him. A challenge to the 
student’s thinking capacity is built in all through the IIS 
approach. It makes the student less dependent on the 
teacher; it strengthens his thinking power and makes 
him more free. 

IIS requires a basic change in attitude toward 
teaching and learning. It stresses intrinsic motivation 
and intrinsic rewards. These need not be in competition 
with extrinsic rewards such as grades and/or job per- 
formance. Intrinsic rewards are primary and they rein- 
force and complement extrinsic rewards. The contrary, 
however, is not necessarily true. Society and individuals 
can function on the basis of extrinsic rewards only. The 
latter is unfortunately the more typical case in our 
schools and places of work. 


The IIS approach involves the whole person in his 
relation to himself and to his environment. It brings 
about creative and productive learning and teaching and 
is applicable to all fields of knowledge. It is a prere- 
quisite for good teaching. One cannot teach what one 
has not internalized. Once the IIS method has become a 
habit, it will instill meaning and joy into the teaching- 
learning process.
